venting broken Joints, This large wheel ri-volves slow enough to 
drpp aufllcient straws to make the n iinired si/,e tw Ine before the au- 
tomatic carrier reaches a funnel sbapt d oud that sucks tbe straws 
thningli and twists tliein into tw inc. 

When one realised that there are S40of these large wheels and 
attachments In operation, you can readily understaitid the writer's

Years ago, viewing Hie upwards of two million acres nf wire grass 
which was utterly useless, they conceived an Idea that it coald be 
spun Into twine Intake the place of an expensive, foreign produot 
for binding wheat. They bnllt roads to get to these Innas. they 
built a system of drains to gel the water off; tliey designed anil 
built special machines to cut and gather Ihe wire grasa: they bad 
s|a'ci«I wlde-tln'tl wagons Imlll to liaiil this grass: tliev built hun- 
dreds of sheds lo stori' this grass w hilst it wi'iit through the sweat ° 
they hnilt caiiiii liuildiiigs for taking cur<' of inacliltiea, men ana 
Ijeasts in the wilderness: they designed bog ahoes to prevent teams 
from miring In Ihe Held afler waler was drained off: they designed 
machines for baling the grass, they built Immense warehouses ami 
olRces at the nearest rnllrnad stations tn store Ihe baled wire grass 
until oars conid he furnished to transfer It loBt.
